Frank 
Coffman, who keeps the Moonlight saloon 
on the road near Byers hut, told me that 
late last fall, he saw a strange young man 
one night, walking with Ollie Byers, while 
another young nian walked in front. Both 
young men had been in Coffman's saloon 
frequentiy. “I asked old man Byers,” 
says Coffman, who the fellows were, and 
he said they were railroad brakemen, who 
were visiting bis folks. 

“The young men were here about a 
month and came in here every day. They 
had plenty of money and drank a good deal, 

“Once they showed me their revolvers. I 
never learned their names.“ 

Coffman says cne of the men had gold in 
his upper teeth. He believes the man was 
Bill Rudolph, ho has two gold crowns 
in his upper teeth. 

Bandits Worked 
in Lead Mines. 

Sam Smart, a miner, says he thinks Ru- 
dolph and Lewis worked a few shifts in 
Columbia lead mine No. 2 last fall. A man 
who has known Byers 20 years said the 
week before Christmas he saw Byers and 
another man, the latter midde-aged, walk- 
ing along the road together. 

“Byers told me,“ said this feighbor, 
“that he was trying to get some powder 
and would get it if he had to steal it.“ 

It should be explained that in the mining 
section dynamite is always referred to as 
powder. 

“Just after the Union bank robbery,” 
this same man told me, Frank Byers and 
I were talking about the robbery. Byers 
said he bet he could lay his hands on the 
two fellows that did the job.“

Personal Letter Sent to the 
White House Friday by 
One of Postmaster Baum- 
hoff’s Accusers. 


REAPPOINTMENT WOULD 
BRAND US PERJURERS 


Writer Says an Effort Was 
Made to Have Her Admit 
That Politicians Inspired 
Her Testimony. 


The young woman employe of the postof- 
fice, who was the first of the five signers 
of thé telegram sent to President Roosevelt 
published in Thursday’s Post-Dispatch, 
forwarded a letter to the President Friday 
explaining her action. 

The letter is as follows: 

ST. LOUIS, Mo., Jan. 29, 1903. 
His Excellency, Theodore Roosevelt, 
President of the United States. 

Dear Sir—I am one of the young women 

who signed yesterday's telegram to you. 
In confirmation of that telegram, I wish 
to make the following statement: 
On last Tuesday I was called into the of- 
fice of Postmaster Baumhoff. There were 
present in the office the postmaster, Mr. 
Bracken, his secretary, a lawyer, whose 
name I understood to be Dillon, and Mr. 
Baumhoff's lady stenographer. The latter 
was seated so I could not see. whether she 
was writing or not. 

The first question Mr. Bracken asked me, 
if I was not coerced by politicians to make 
my affidavit against Postmaster Baumhoff? 

I answered, no, that I was not. 

Then he mentioned the names of Messrs. 
McGrew, Pat Clark, Tatum and Howard 
and asked me if I had not spoken to these 
people. 

I told him that I did not even know them. 

He persisted that I had been seen talking 
to thern. 

I reiterated that I did not know 
and I do not. 

Hie said that I had been seen going to 
McGrew’'s office. 

I answered that I had never, been in Mr. 
MoGrew’'s office. 

You were seen speaking to him in the 
corridor, he said; 

I contradicted that statement, for I have 
never spoken to him. , 

He then asked me if I had never spoken 
to Joe Dreyer : 

I said that I hever held conservation 
with him, but simply bade him the time 
of day, when I met him. 

He then asked me, If I would not like to 
see Mr. Baumhoff reappointed. 

I answered, that I wouwd like to see a 
more honorable man fill his place, even if 
I lost my position. 

After that, Mr. Bracken prceduced a note- 
book and said: 

“Now, Miss , we have seen your af- 
fidavit in Washingtcn, and in that state- 
ment you said, ‘that every time you came 


them, 


on yours.’ ” 

I answered, that I did not say so in 
these terms in my affidavit. 

But,“ he eald, here is your affida vit.“ 

I said, let me see mysignature. 

He said, pointing to his note-book, “now, 
this is a carbon copy of exactly what you 
said in your affidavit."’ 

He then asked me other questions, re- 
garding what I had said in my affidavit. 

I answered, that if he had seen my affida- 
vit, he ought to know what I said. 

Mr. Bracken then said that the affidavits 
would be here trom Washington by express, 


ment. 

After this the lawyer took me in hand 
and told me that he was telling me the 
truth about my affidavit, and when I con- 
tradicted him, he said I must believe him 
to be a liar. 

Mr. President, I důo not know what was 
being done to me while in that office. I 
was alone with the postmaster, the law- 
yer, Mr. Bracken and the stenugrapher, 
and just what use was made of what I 
said, I do not know. I ask you to give 
me the opportunity of making my state- 
ment under oath. 

When Mr. Baumhoff first manifested un- 
necessary inier:st in me, more than two 
years ago, I told my mother about it. She 
is a German-American woman, with old- 
fashioned notions. She warned me to keep 
away from the postmaster’s room, and thus 
escape from being annoyed. She did not 
mention what I told her to my father, be- 
cause she feared he might do scmething 
that would cause me to lose my work. I, 
as well as the other young women who 
have shared my fate, are members of fam- 
{lies depending upon our earnings, and not 
to lose our positions was, of course, the 
first considewation. We realize that If Mr. 
Baumhoff is reappointed, we wil: not only 
lose our work, but our character as well, 
and will be branded as perjurers. I feel 
confident that the President of the United 
States holds the character of a decent 
working girl just as dear as that of his 
highest official, and with ‘hat confidence 
uppermost in my mind, 1 vend you this 
letter, that you may deal as justly and 
impartially with ve girls es you do with 
anyone else. Yours respectfully, 

The young woman who signed and for- 
warded the letter, declared today that she 
was confident of securing a full hearing 
from. the President for herself and her 
associates, and that she believed full jus- 
tice would be done.

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EMERGENCY RELIEF NECESSARY. 


The Post-Dispatch's investigation of conditions in the Insane 
Asylum and the Poorhouse supplements and emphasizes the re- 
port of the legisiative committee. The facts show that intoler- 
able conditions—<conditions that are a burning disgrace to St. 
Louis—exist in both institutions. 

The insane, sick and destitute are herded together like packed 
cattle in buildings inadequate for the purpose The greatest care 
and cleanliness cannot make such institutions sanitary or provide 
sufficient safeguard against the always possible catastrophe. 
The reputation of St. Louis is at stake. 

That prompt remedial action is necessary must be admitted by 
all who know the facts. The sole question is that of ways and 
means. 

Superintendent Remmers of the Poonhouse submitted to the 
Post-Dispatch plans for changes and improvements, which, he 
says, would give sufficient accommodations and would greatly 
improve conditions for several years. He estimates their cost at 
$250,000. Some improvement is promised in a new building to cost 
$106,000, the plans of which are now in the hands of the board of 
public improvements. Dr. Runge of the Insane Asylum ap- 
proves Mr. Remmers’ plans. Both want a poor farm on the cot- 
tage plan established. 

There are-—and have been for vears- plenty of excellent plans, 
but the difficulty is to find the money. Comptroller Player 
Says that the sum available for improvements at the end of the 
fiscal year in April will not exceed No,, whereas for the im- 
provements needed in the eleemosynary institutions more than 
$1,000,000 are required. 

No sum of this kind is available, and if it were the present 
conditions would have to continue for some time. The thing 
needed now is an emergency plan to relieve the present intoler- 
able conditions.

Relief may also be gained, as in the case of the City Hospital, 
by emergency measures, and suitable buildings -for- emergency 
use can be rented for the accommodation of the surplus wards 
of the city. The funds available would defray the rental of build- 
ings with sufficient room for the purpose.,

RESORT TO IT AS A 
SUBSTITUTE FOR LIQUOR 


Startling Conditions in Chicago Re- 
vealed Before the Grandjury in 
the Testimony of Physicians 
and Pharmacists. 


Special to the Post-Diapatch. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 30.—Chicago physicians 
declare that the cocaine habit is responsi- 
ble for many of the street and steam rail- 
way accidents that are now so frequent. 
in Chicago. Druggists, who are alleged to 
have sold the brain destroying drug in vio- 
lation of the law, have ben indicted by 
the grandjury. State's Attorney Deneed has 
only begun his investigations. 

The use of the drug is not limited to any 
ass, physicians say, as the sale of small 
vials and boxes of the product of the cocoa 
leaves testifies to its grasp on residents 
of fashionable hotels and houses on the 
boulevards. 

Wilhelm Bodemann, treasurer of the state 
board of pharmacy, testified before the 
grandjury that in his opinion the many 
wrecks on the railroads could be traced to 
the use of cocaine by the employes of 
these companies, and out of this statement 
grew the investigation that has revealed 
the widespread uses of the drug. 


Widespread Use 
of the Drugs. 
“My investigations convince me that the 

railroad men have become victims of this 

terrible habit,“ said Mr. Bodemann while 
before the grandjury, “and many wrecks 
that hare occurred could be traced to the 
use of this drug.“ 
Mr. Bodemann went further and said: 
“Railroad men are not allowed to drink. 
They fear to brake this rule, for the odor 
of liauor would soon lead to detection. So 
in seeking a substitute, many of them 
have become cocaine fiends. The stuff is 
easily carried concealed in their pockets. 
and cannot be detected until the user has 
been for a lung time addicted to it. And 


chase of cocaine has almost come to be a 
matter of having the money with which to 
pa: for it.
